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Gene Taylor 
reinstated as 
Police Chief

On Tuesday, after a three and a half hour 
appeals hearing before the Belleville Civil 
Service Commission, Gene Taylor was 
reinstated as police chief of the City of 
Belleville. 

The CSC agreed that Taylor should 
have been disciplined for not following 
the proper channels for getting a patrol 
car repaired, but the punishment was too 
severe. 

On Oct. 30, City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer demoted Taylor from chief to 
corporal for six months. 

The CSC found that excessive and 
voted unanimously to reinstate Taylor 
immediately as chief of police, shortening 
his demotion to six weeks. 

Civil Service Commissioner Roy Acho 
said, “I think Chief Taylor was well aware 
of the rules and he was creative but defiant” 
in setting up a payment plan for the $731.60 
repair needed for the police car. 

Acho had asked Taylor if the council had 
ever rejected a police car repair and Taylor 
said he didn’t think so. 

“It could have gone through the proper 
channels and be fixed,” Acho said. 

Kollmeyer had complained that Taylor did 
not keep her advised on his department’s 
operation and Acho said Taylor could have 
stuck his head in her office and reported on 
things. 

“Better communications would have 
kept us from being here today,” Acho said 
before making the motion to reinstate 
Taylor as chief. Don Bluhm seconded and 
all three members of the CSC approved the 
motion. 

Taylor was represented in the appeal by

School Board votes 5-2 to demolish Elwell

After along, lively discussion at Monday’s 
meeting, the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education decided what to do 
with its two vacant elementary schools. 
The board voted 5-2 to demolish Elwell 
Elementary School and move the Early 
Childhood Development Classes (ECDC) 
into Haggerty Elementary, along with 
preschool classes. 
Voting against the motion were Trustees 
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Scott Russell and Sherry Frazier, both 
of whom wanted additional information 
before they could support tearing down 
Elwell school. 

Trustee Russell wanted information 
on a possible sale of the property, so the 
district could make some money instead of 
spending $200,000 to demolish Elwell. 

Trustee Frazier asked for a property 
appraisal of Elwell and, while they were 
at it, an appraisal of the vacant Vo-Tech 
building on Sumpter Road, which she 
called an eyesore. 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel was the 
first one to bring up the reason they were in 
a hurry to make the decision. 

“I worry on giving up the building that 
might end up a charter school,” Supt. Van 


Tassel said, referring to pending state 
legislation that could require the district 
to lease for $1 any vacant school buildings 
to other educational programs, including 
charter schools. 

Van Tassel said Sumpter has been left 
out of the conversation because growth is 
in the northern part of the district and there 
are no projections that student population 
will grow in Sumpter Township. 

“I don’t think we need to talk about being 
fearful of charter schools,’ said Trustee 
Brent Mikulski, who discussed the costs of 
bringing the building up to code. 

He suggested looking at a land swap with 
the township, where the district would 
give the school and property to Sumpter

Belleville attorney Tom DiPietro who said 
the harsh discipline was because Kollmeyer 
wanted Taylor out as police chief. 

City attorney John Hitchcock represented 
the city and the CSC. 

DiPietro had made a motion to have 
CSC chairman Michael Loria disqualify 
himself from hearing the appeal, since 
Loria’s father is on the city council which 
supported Kollmeyer’s actions. 

DiPietro also said Loria was not able 
to be a part of the CSC appeal because 
he received payment from the city as a 
volunteer fireman. 

Loria said he has not been a member of the 
Belleville Fire Department for close to two 
years and refused to disqualify himself. 

The first witness was Dorn Frederick 
Kerschweng, owner of F&R Automotive 
of Wayne, who also has been a reserve 
police officer for the City of Belleville for 
five years. 

Kerschweng testified that a 2008 Dodge 
Charger police vehicle had broken down 
and he agreed to do the repairs. The 
estimates Taylor had received “were pretty 
high” and Kerschweng offered to fix the 
car with parts billed as cost and the city 
billed for labor. Taylor would pay $49 per 
month to repair the vehicle. 

Kerschweng said in his position, he works 
on police cars for Westland and Wayne and 
he knows cities are in crunches right now. 

“I didn’t have a problem with it,” 
Kerschweng said. “I’m a reservist. I drive

Township and have Sumpter swap it for 
vacant land. 

He said that happened in Wyandotte and 
that may be an option here. He suggested 
they see if Sumpter Township is interested 
in the property without the building. 
Sumpter could pay half the demolition, 
$100,000, and have 37 acres. 

“If we give them the building, we save 
the $200,000,” Frazier said. 

School Board president Martha Toth 
said it is inappropriate to give away school 
property. 

Trustee Frazier said she doesn’t think 
the board should spend $200,000 for 
demolition without an appraisal. She noted 
the only option brought to her and the board 
is to demolish the Elwell building. 

Secretary Kevin English asked what 
would happen to the old ECDC building 
next to Edgemont Elementary and Van 
Tassel said in 1999 the public was told it 
would be knocked down. It wasn’t then, 
but it would be proper to knock it down 
now to be true to that pledge. 

Former board member Bob Binert called 


and ride in these cars and I want them to 
be safe.

“I think what the chief did was the right 
thing to keep the vehicle safe,” Kerschweng 
said. 

“There was an incident three weeks ago,” 
he said. “A phone call was made to Sgt. 
Dawson. Two vehicles were broken down. 
I drove out here to do the repairs to the 
two vehicles so they wouldn’t have to be 
towed.” 

Kerschweng said interim Chief Hal 
Berriman called for repairs and the other 
chief gets his hand spanked for getting 
repairs. 

“I don’t understand,” Kerschweng said. 

He denied Kollmeyer’s statement that he 
said the chief told him the chief had a deal 
with the city council and didn’t have to go 
through them for the payment. 

Kerschweng said when he was walking 
the beat for Belleville’s “Arts Beats and 
Eats” [Taste of Belleville], he talked to 
Kollmeyer, who said how nice it is not 
having Taylor out here today. 

Kollmeyer denied saying that. 

Taylor was sworn in and then advised 
by his attorney DiPietro not to answer any 
questions from Hitchcock since Kollmeyer 
given him information on how Taylor could 
be punished by a fine not to exceed $500 or 
90 days in jail or both for violation of the 
city charter. 

If there was to be a criminal charge, he 
wanted Taylor to take the Fifth. 

DiPietro said his client did not deny 


out from the audience that the district spent 
$750,000 to $1 million to have that ECDC 
building retrofitted. 

Toth was the first board member to 
mention the Sumpter Township resolution 
sent to the board, asking them to consider 
the Elwell building for a library site. 

She said Sumpter generously waived 
some $300,000 to hook into the sewer 
system. She said the estimated $1.8 million 
to make the building useable could deduct, 
perhaps, the $300,000. 

Toth said she talked to the Belleville Area 
District Library Board and they told her the 
main library will not be in Sumpter. As for 
being the site of a satellite library, she said 
the library board said Elwell school is only 
100 yards into the township and needs to 
be deeper into the township for a satellite 
location. Elwell is not suitable for either a 
main library or a satellite library, Toth said 
she was told. 

Treasurer Toni Hunt, who was in her last 
meeting after eight years as a trustee, said 
as much as she loved the library, which 
was named after her grandfather Fred C. 
Fischer, she was elected to protect the 
school’s interest.

getting the car fixed, making the deal to 

pay for it, and not following the charter. 
Kollmeyer also was sworn in and testified 

to the events that led up to her demoting 


cost us more than $200,000 a year,” she 
said. “Horrific things are going to happen 
in the next year or so ... We have to keep 
charters from taking our students. 

“I’m very concerned that building would 
become a charter school,” Hunt said, 
adding if they demolish the school they 
could sell the property in a few years for a 
housing development. 

Toth said the state is working on 
legislation and, “They want to take it over 
to open charters ... and we’d be forced to 
lease for $1 a year.” 

When asked by Russell if the district had 
talked to Sumpter, Toth said she talked 
to Sumpter Township Supervisor Johnny 
Vawters last Friday. 

She said he was in agreement that the 
library agreement said the main library 
would not be in Sumpter and the library 
agreement says Sumpter Township would 
provide the building and Elwell was not 
appropriate. 

At this point in the discussion, President 
Toth made the motion, that passed, to 
“proceed with the demolition of Elwell 
School; that we close ECDC and move 
its programs to Haggerty School; that 
we approve provision of other programs

Menard’s abandons 
VBT site for store 


Menard’s is not coming to town. 

At Tuesday’s Van Buren Township 
board meeting, Supervisor Linda Combs 
announced that Menard’s notified the 
township on Dec. 6 that it was no longer 
pursuing locating a store on the site at 
Belleville Road and N I-94 Service Drive. 

She said Menard’s cited financial 
concerns related to costs associated with 
improvements required by Wayne County 
to deal with storm water management and 
the results of a recently completed traffic 
study. 

Supervisor Combs said the township is 
extremely disappointed and she has put in a 
call to Menard’s to invite them to resubmit 
their plans. She’s waiting for a call back. 

We remember when Home Depot 
abandoned that site in VBT years ago 
and built in Canton instead. The planning 
commission had jerked it around once too 
often. We believe the final straw was when 
VBT planners tried to get Home Depot to 
change its corporate color scheme. 

Although Wayne County has been 
giving local businesses fits lately requiring 
100-year storm plans for tiny sites (ie. 
McDonald’s, Belle Tire), it probably 
was the planning commission that killed 
Menard’s. 

At a September planning commission 
meeting, a Menard’s representative had 
flown in to attend a rezoning session and 
then was told he couldn’t rezone. His trip 
was for nothing and we wondered if this 
would be the final straw here. Maybe so.
